Section 2469 of the Civil Code states that “"On every
change in the members of a partnership transocting busi-

ness in this State under a fictitious name .. . a new certifi-
cate must be filed with the County Clerk and a new publi-
cation made.”’

9. Ques. Must a corporation file and publish a certificate?

Ans. Yes, when the corporation as a persor. owns and oper-
ates some other business under a fictitious firm name, In
such event it must file and publish, otherwise not.

10. Ques. Do public authorities demand compliance with the
fictitious firm low?

Ans. Yes, For instance, the California State Department of
Vocotional Standards will not issue a license to any con-
tractor or contracting partnership who has not filed and

Ans. The Los Angeles County Counsel has ruled: “"We incline
to opinion that the provisions of said section contemplate a

Yes, the courts have held such registration and publica-
tion to be a prima facia evidence of name ownership where
two claimants to a name have contested ownership,
